Hello LAAC members, 


I'm writing with more information on the LAAC call invitation you 
received for Tuesday morning, as well as a few additional updates. As an 
urgent follow-up action to our LAAC conversation on UTLA Strike 
Preparedness, I am also asking that you reply to me to sign on to the 
Charter Schools' Declaration by noon tomorrow (Friday) if you haven't 
already. Read on for more details below. 


LAAC Call on Tuesday 2/20, 8-8:30am 

For those of you who were in the room at the end of Wednesday's LAAC 
meeting, you know that we ran out of time for our final agenda item and 
decided to reconvene on a 30-min phone call on Tuesday, February 20th at 
8am. The purpose of this call is to consider adding two short-term LAAC 
priorities for the next several months. Specifically: 


* Academic Accountability 

* Background: Renewals are increasingly difficult and 

inconsistent given the lack of updated state criteria. As the state is 
not close to updating this criteria, we are proposing a local advocacy 
push for LAUSD to adopt new local criteria that is aligned to CCSA's 
Academic Accountability framework as a starting place. As we know that 
CSD is in favor of adopting the CA School Dashboard for this purpose, we 
propose that this advocacy stresses the importance of weighing student 
outcomes most heavily in renewal decisions, as well as factoring in 
demographics and growth. I've attached a background document on CCSA's 
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framework and proposal. Many of you were on the optional call with 
Elizabeth Robitaille last week. If you still have questions about this 
item, please contact me directly so that we can find time to discuss. 

* LAAC Vote: Approve a short-term priority to advocate for 
updated renewal criteria at LAUSD that is aligned to CCSA's Academic 
Accountability framework. 

* Superintendent Search 

* Background: CCSA has already begun the process of 
collecting member feedback as it relates to LAUSD's superintendent 
search. Going forward, we will focus on continuing to collect this 
feedback, share information, and ensure that the charter community has a 
voice throughout this process. 

* LAAC Vote: Approve a short-term priority to share 
information, collect feedback and present a unified charter community 
voice as it relates to LAUSD's superintendent search. 


Strike Preparedness: Please Sign on to the Charter Schools' Declaration 

As discussed during Wednesday's LAAC meeting, last week we shared the 
attached Charter Schools' Declaration to the broader LAUSD charter 
community, with a call to action for organizations to sign on. This 
document, which has been through several rounds of edits based on input 
from LAAC members and other charter leaders, represents what we believe 
is the LA charter community's unified voice as it relates to ongoing 
UTLA negotiations and the threat of a strike. We are asking all members 
to sign on to this Declaration now, so that we are very prepared with 
messaging if and when the time comes to use it. This may be triggered by 
an escalation point in negotiations, or an escalation point in UTLA's 
public narrative as it relates to charter schools. Please note that we 
will coordinate with the charter community before using this 
Declaration, but are working to gain alignment now so that we can act 
swiftly if and when that time comes. 

ACTION: Please review the attached and respond directly to me by 
TOMORROW (Friday) with your response as to whether your organization 
will sign on, if you haven't already. We know that the support of LAAC 
members is a crucial first step in gaining momentum on collective 
actions such as this one.
